We perhaps owe an apology to our 
Califorma neighbors for not noticing them 


oftener than we have done, but we ex-|, 


euse ourselves dri the ground, that upto 
the anrival of the fast mail, we have never 
received a regular file of papers from San 
Franoisco.—Now having a complete file 
of the second volume of the Alta Calı- 
forma up to February 23, we are able to 
furmsh om readers with quite a vanety 
of news items. 

The Legislature of California met at 
Pueblo de San Jose on the 15th December, 
and was still in session at our latest dates 
The Message of Goy Burnett 1s & sub- 
stantial and business like document. It 
brings the leading interests of the new 
State before the Lepislature in a clear 
and strong manner On the whole we 
aie much pleased with the Governor’s 
plans and suggestions. 

In regard to the question what will Cal 
ifoinia do, in the event of the rejection by 
Congress of their application for admis- 
sion og a State, the Governor's sentiments 
breathe that spuit of nationality and pa- 
triotism which all should cherish Read 
the fotlowing T 


“The first question you have to deter- 
mine ıs whethe: you will proceed at Snee 
with the general business of legislation or 
await the action of Congress upon the 
question of our admission into the Union 
The convention which formed the consti- 
tunon under which you have assembled, 
anq the people who ratified it with so great 
unanimity have settled that qestion for 
themselves, but they have not settled it 
for you or for me The same oath that 
you and I have tahen to support the con- 
stitution of Califoinia, also obliges us to 
support the constitution of the United 
States, and when the provisions of the 
two instruments conflict, the constituvion 
of our common country must prevail 
The great instrament which now governs 
more than twenty milhon of inhabitants 
and hinksia one common desuny thnty 
states, and is to govern the one hundred 
millions that will soon succeed us, and 
the many free states yet to be, must 
claim our purest affections, and our 
first and highest duty If then, it would 
be inconsistent with the just rights of the 
United States, for you to proceed to put 
the State government into full operation, 
before she be formally admitted into the 
Union, you should without hesitation for- 
bear, and leave our people sti) to suffer 
on, rather than violate one single princi- 
ple of the great fundamental law of the 
land ” 

We do not profess to be much of a law- 
yer, yet we venture to say that we are 
not entirely suited with Gov, Bs recom- 
mendation on the subject of statutory law 
[t strikes us as not exactly up to the mes 
We confess a wa m partiahty for the re- 
vised, or rather the reformed, system re- 
cently adopted vy New York, and be- 
heve itto be worthy the umtation of all 
other states The Governor says. 

“] have given the subject my most 
careful attentton for some yeals past, 
and as the result of my own convictions, 
Tiecommend the adoption of the follow ing 
codes, so fai as they are applicable to the 
conditionof the State, and not modified by 
the constitution or the vote of the Legisla- 
lure 

1 —The definition of -crimes and- muis- 
demeanors contained in the Common Law 
of England. 

2 TheE Enghsh Law ‘of Evidence 

3. The Enghsh Commercial Baw 

4. The Civil Code of the State of 
Louisiana 

5. The Lousiana Code of Practice ” 

On the subject of Revenue, the Gov. 
urges strongly the necessity ef direct tay. 
ation, and, in view of the mstability of 
the population of the State, he 1ecom- 
mends that the collector accompany the 
assessor, The following view of taxa- 
tion 1s good + 

“The only available and just mode of 
procunng the indispensable means of sup- 
porting the State government, is by a sys- 
tem of direct taxation the most fair, 
simple, and just mode of taxation ever re- 
sorlal to The people then know dis. 
tinctly what the blessings of government 
cost them, and which is the more desirable, 
vovlain republican government, adminis. |s 
tered upon economical principles, o1 a 
more e\fravagant system of expenditure , 
rndif they should not be willing to pay 
ehough to carry on an economical govern- |t 


ment, it would at once solve the’ great 
problem whether they are capable of self- 
government or not,” 

The Messoge arges the cause of agri- 
cult gprs. Ins the, following excellent para- 
graphe which is worthy the notice of every 
citizen of Oregon: 


“No country can safely depend upon 
an uncertain foreign supply of the first 
necessariesof lfe Suchasupply would 
be subject to all the vicissitudes of war, or 
peace, would never be regular, and prices 
would always be fluctuating, either ex- 
travagantly high, or so low as to discour- 
age importation The provisions them- 
selves are generally stale and unwhole- 
some, and no doubt one half the disease 
suffered in the country has arisen from 
this prolific source. When those who 
own such immense tracts of rich, fertile, 
and beautiful lands, now in a state of na- 
ture, producing no rents or profits, shall 
have to pay (axes upon them, in propor- 
tion to their value, they will find 1 to thew 
mterest tosell out portions to those who 
will cultivate them; and thus encourags 
ing the agricultural industry of the coun- 
ùy, and at the same time greatly increas- 

the value of the portions notsold Jn 
tba last Alen rhonths the number of cat- 
tle inthe country has been rapidly de- 
creasing, while our population has increas- 
edin the same ratio Fresh meats are 
indispensable to our health, and cannot 
be imported, and if this state of things 
Should continue only a few years longer, 
the increased expenses of living will. be 
so great, that mining and other kinds of 
business must cease to be profitable The 
constitution makes it the duty of the Leg- 
islatuie to encourage agriculture—that 
first and noblest of all industrial pursuits , 
but I am not aware of any other means 
at present within your power than those I 
have suggested.” 


The Message recommends the total ex- 
clusion of negroes from California, while

Wuenrtag; it hae been made known to me by 
the commanding officor of the troops now garris 
eoned in Oregon City, that many desertions have 
lately taken place, and that some thirty or forty 
soldiers, belonging to the Rifle regiment, are now 
supposed to be somewhere in the settlement of the 
Willametto valley, endeavoring to make their way 
tu Cahfornta, : 

I have conceived ıt to be my duty to issue thw, 
my Proclamation, calling upon eyery cyvil officer 
of the Territory und citizen thereof to seizo’ tho 
said deserters, aud deliver tliem to any commis- 
sioned officer in the service of the United ' States, 

“A reward of thirty dollars for ench deyerter, 
will be paid to the person or porsona arresting and 
returning them,” * 

I have also thought proper to cause to be pub 
lehed the 15th section of an uct of Congress, ene 
tiled “An act to ascertam and fix the Military 
Establishment of the Uniled States,’ and to make 
known that it will bo strictly enforegd against any 
person or persons who violate is provisions, which 
section 36 as follows, to-wit 

“And be st further onacted, That every peron 
who shal! procure or entice a soldier ih the service 
of the United States, to desert, or, who shall pure 
chase from any soldier, his arms, uniform, clothing, 
or any part thereaf, and any captain or comimin- 
ding officer of any shipor vessel, who shall enter 
on board such ship or vessel, as one of his crew, 
ae him to have deserted, or otherwise carry 
away ahy such goldior, orshall refuso to deliver hun 
up to the orders of Mis communding officer, shall 
upon legal conviction, be fined, at the discretion of 
the court, in apy sum not exceeding three hundred 
dollars, or be imprisoned for any term not excoed- 
Ing one year” 

The law further provides that every officer, non» 
commissioned oflices, private, and musician shall 
take aiid subsenbe the jollowing oath 

“Ido solemnly swear to bear true allegianco to 
the United States of Anienca, and to serve them 
honestly and faithfully agamst their enemies or 
opposeis whomsoever, and to observe and obey 
the orders of the President of the United States 
of America, and the orders of the officers appom- 
ted over me, according to the rules and articles of 
war” 

Every citizen will see at once that the soldier 
who deserts is guilty of perjury and not entitled to 
protection, encouragement, or eympathy from tho 
goou people of this Territory, nor is ho fit to bo 
amongst you 

I do therefore beseech you to seize all deserters, 
and deliver them to the commanding or some other 
ofhcer of tho United States army, or report their 
whereabouts to the same
